WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that regulations should be made as 
to the storage and carriage of Petro- 
leum, (Joal Oil, Xaptha and other com- 
bustible matter within the City Limits. 

Be it KKAt.TKD by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
tio-i.a as foliowB: - 

1. No |ier.siJii shall keep in any wouden 
shod or building on storage or for sale 
any •Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
'piantities greater than ."lO gallons, if cn- 
tained in w<;oden Ciwks, or 100 gallens if 
stored in metal cases, withmit a License 
from the Coriioratimi. 

I^o person witlmul such License 
sh.all keep in any brick or stone building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 2.50 gullons if contained in 
wiiod, or 1,000 gallniis'if stored m metal 
cases. 

;i. Every License shall sijocify the 
building, street nr localit}', and the ipiaii- 
litj' in galleiis of the combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

4. The premises in or upon which any 
of the ciunbiislible articles afru'esaid shall 
be stored shall bo upen at all times to the 
insiiection nf the CorpnraliiUi or its 
Ofhcers. 

I'j. The L'orporatinn may, hefuri^ any 
License sliall be granted as aforesaid, re- 
i|niro such precautions to he taken against 
fire as they may deem lU'cessary. 

li. No person shall reiiiuve mi aii_\ , 
cart, waggon or other vehicle any coiu 
buatible matter in tpiantities greater than 
'.'50 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or i)er8on8 refusing or 
neglecting to comjily with any of the pro- 
vision or requireiiu^iita ef this Uylaw, or 
guilty of any infractinii therenf, shall 
ujion conviction thereof bi^ subjt^ct to a 
tine of not less than Si'i nr more than .^TiO. 

8. Every penalty im[iosed by this By- 
law may, together with the costs nf con- 
viction, bo recovered in a summary man- 
ner before the Police Mtigislrate, or any 
Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction 
within the limita of the City of ^'ictoria, 
and may be levied by distress and sale of 
tlie goods and chattels of the oil'ender; 
and in default of ptiyraont of such penalty 
and costs, then by imprisonment of such 
otronder fm' any term not exceeding one 
calendar month in one of Iler Majest}''s 
gaols.

CmcAOO, Oct. 27. — In the Scoville in- 
sanity case to-day Louis Scoville, son of 
the alleged demented^ testified that he 
believed his mother insane, because she 
peraisted in the notion that she could 
write books and lecture successfully, and 
because she ran a boarding house when 
ftho was losing money. Mrs. Scoville 
Harper tustilied that her mother oiioo 
told hor her pliysician, Dr. Ammermau, 
was the most loveable man that ever 
lived, and that he died for love of her. 
While this witness was under cross-ex- 
amination, her husband, apparently under 
the influence of liiiuor, made a disturb- 
ance in the court, saying ho was there to 
protect his wife, and lie was committod 
for ten days for coiitompt. 

Gkand Havk.s, Mich., Oct. L'O. -A 
train on the Detroit, Grand Haven and 
Milwaukee road was ditched by train 
wreckers, who removed the rails near 
Carline, on a down grade where the bank 
is tliirty feel high.

New Bkdkoiiu, Mass.. Oct. 20.— A let- 
ter received in this city from Capt. Crapo, 
of the lost schooner Surprise of this port, 
jit Basket Island, near I'uiita -Arena. gives 
particulars of the loss and saya the boat's 
crew that he left at the island was subao- 
rjucntly massacred by the natives, with 
e.xccption of a Portuguese boy. He also 
says a boat's crew belonging to the Brit- 
ish bark Roseinath which foundered at 
aca, containing a mate and four men, 
were also murdered by the natives, ex- 
cepting the mate who was afterwards 
rescued by some friendly Indians and 
sent to Valpamlso, where he has arrived. 
A third boat's crew had also been mas.sa- 
cred by the natives at this point.

ASSAULT O.V THK UlOIi SEAS. 

Wm Riley was charged with having as 
second mate of the barque Latona on the 
11th September, struck Ji. II. Fit/.gciald, 
a seaman, on the head with a capstan bar, 
and in the face and variou.s (ither |.iarts 
of iiis body witli his tisi and a, belaying 
pin. 

Mv. C. Wilson ,,n behalf of Mr. T. 
Davie appeared for tlu; prf-^i out ion and 
.Mr. Pooley for the defence. 

The evidence of the complainant Fitz- 
gerald and other witnesses for the prose- 
cution in this case, sailors of bark Latona 
showed that on the 11th Ssptornber ivhen 
the barque wason th'e voyage from Shang- 
hai in the China seas to this port, betwoeii 
2 and 2:00 a. m. the complainant was 
ordered fri.ni the wheel by the second 
mate for indill'erent steering and ordered 
to go aloft to look out for land. He said 
ho would inform the captain upon which, 
he states, the second mate struck him 
with a belaying pin, aftnr which he got a 
capstan bar and made a blow at him, Inil 
missed iiiin. The second mate ho states 
then knocked liim down and kicked him; 
the first mate jumped on liini and the 
captain stood at the cabin door and kept 
back the second steward. This story was 
mainly corrobornted by tliroo or four 
others of the crow who alleged that they 
had all been at ditlerout times kicked and 
beaten. It farther appoared that nearly 
the v.holo crew had been brought before 
\N . Fisher,.). \'., at Esquiiualt, on a 
charge of refusing duty and that at that 
time some complaint had been made 
against the second mate. It was further 
admitted by the evidence that there was 
no liquor on board the vessel. 

For the defence Patrick Casselley, lirst 
otlicer of the Latona stated, that on the 
date in (|Liestioii he came on deck, and the 
second mate asked him to foel the largo 
lump on his head where he had been 
struck by a capstan bar in the hands of 
Fitzgerald; there was a hunp the .size of 
an egg; he also accused Fit/.gerald of hav- 
ing a knife ; ihe first otlicer re- 
leased his hold of Fitzgerald at the iv- 
(pieat of the second mate. He never 
jumped on any man though he had been 
at sea 33 years, aor saw any bruizes on 
Fitzgorald's face such as he had stated he 
had received. 

Capt. liobiiison said he was not pre- 
sent at the alleged row, though it Wiis so 
j stated by four of the witnesses, and no 
I complaint was made tip hiin a( aiij' time 
j nor did he ace any inarka on Fit zgoralil, 
whom he intended to got rid n! at 
Victoria as he was a troubles^uie char- 
acter. 

Mr. Pooley brielly adilreased the court 
and was followed by Mr. C. Wilson. 

His honor said that the capstan bar 
used by Fitzgerald was a more dangerous 
weapon than the belaying pin used by tlie 
mate, and the evidence as to its use was 
somewhat doubtful. Fitzgerald ought to 
have Complained if illused, and further- 
more he had not slimvii a sulliciently sub- 
missive character. I'nder the circum- 
stances, Iherefoie, ho had no alteriiativa 
but to give judgment in favor of defend- 
ant. 




Washington Territory. 

Wai.la Walla, Oct. 2(i. - Charles 
Johnson, an old time minor, who has 
been working in the Salmon river moun- 
tains for twenty years past, on Sunday 
last shot a man named Dcvinc, and then 
shot himself through tjie head, blowing 
hifl skull completely off. Johnson has 
heretofore been respected as a good man 
and very industrious, but took drinking 
spelle, during one of which the tragedy 
occurred. He was owner of the Tramp 
mine and had 815,000 worth of ore on 
the dump at the time of the tragedy.

I'ol 
lard and Mr. Walls for the respondent. 
Mr. Theo. Davie began by .stiitmg that 
I when the court arose on Thursday he 
I was adilressing luiiisell' to l.iur points: 
! 1st, the ellect of the Act oi IHTo in re- 
j i]uiriiig u new register; 2iul, the alleged 
I irregular claim of Muir to vote at Na- 
I naimo; 3rd, the tdleged irregularities of 
returning ollicer; 4th, the i|ualifieatiou of 
Mr. Pnoley us a cimdidate. 
I His lordship said that I n< much lime 
I had been wasted over this laatter; there 
j was no good reason why the case ahouli 
not have been .settled in two days. His 
I lordship then referred to the unprece- 
dented act of Mr. Armstrong in removing 
the evidence taken down by the short- 
hand writer as an unintentional contempt 
of court. Mr. Armstrong had no right 
to remove those notes from the jiiri.sdic- 
tion of the court. The slioi thaiid writer 
was as much an oflicer of the coui t as the 
registrar and the act of Mr. Armstrong 
was ft direct interference with the duties 
of the court. Hia lordship did not hesi- 
tate to say lli.it if he bidieved the a(;t t i 
liave been in ti'ii t ioiia 1 lie uniilii li-u\' 
summoned Mr. Aiiiistroii.; In-foic liim 
1 and taken such .sleiis as would have pie- 
I veiiti'd :i n-pel it ion of such !;ra\ e iiiiscou- 
I duct.

.V niist longs out lai^i'oiis c.'inluct. ll had 
been asserted that the r.ise was a L;Mverii-

the notes in iiuestion. Ho (Mr. .Iiistice 
j (iray) wa.s not aware that this wa.s a gov- 
ernment case. The respondent stood lie 
fore the court as an individual, not as the 
representative of llie goveriiiiieiit and 
Mr. .-Vrmstidiig, althongh he is a high 
govurnineiil idlicer, had no right to re- 
j move the notes from the jiiiisdietion of 
, ihe coiii t without ils knowledge ot the 
I kiiowleilge of the counsel on the other 
side. His loi'dshii) concluded his rein.irks 
by sayini: that but for the belief that .Mr. 
Armstrong, when he took the notes, diil 
, not uiiderbtand that ho was couimiltiim 
I a gross contempt of court he would have

Mr. Davie continued lli.it Muir was a 
I party to this case, and the court had no 
i more pimui to deal with the regis- 
ter than the returning ollicer had on the 
day of election. 

His lordship said Mr. I'ol bird had 
taken the position that the proiier time 
to object to ^luir was ar the coiu i ..| ri: 
vision. 

Mr. Davie quoted Stow r.-,. .lollili'e and 
others to show that that argument was 
fallacious. He also showed that in ;i re- 
cent English election the judges had held 
that an improper registration did not 
vitiate a vote if it hail Ijeen placed on the 
list unless there was some inherent dis- 
ijUaliticat ion which attached to the volec, 
Muir could have gone to Naiiaiiiio and 
voted, and he could also h.ive voted at 
Esquimau. T"he local statute says that 
any jjerson who permits his name to re- 
main on more than one list should not 
have a right to vote. 

Mr. .Insticc Cray said thai ilie object 
of the legislature seemed to bn to make 
persons watchful of their voting privileges 
and to see that their names were only on 
one list. The local laws were inconsis- 
tent. There was iiolfiing immoral in the 
act of these three men and yet the liiw 
said ihey had no right to vole. 

Mr. Uavie conteiidiMl thai .Miiirper- 
milled his name to remain on two regis- 
ters and was therofrue legally on ueithiu-. 
VV'ith respect to the objection that had 
boon raised tis to Mr. Pooley's eligibility, 
the learned counsel i'.\pressed surin-ise 
that after the deliberate iinderslaiiding 
between counsel this objection u.as raised. 
A case at law w;is n.d like a g;uiie of 
ouchre. 

Hip lordship said ho must plead igimr 
ance us to a knowledge of thai game. ( A 

hmgh.) 

llis lordship asked if it had been clear- 
ly proved thai the returning oflicer count - 
ed the votes twice. 

The registrar risad the returiiiiig oflicer's 
evidence which stated that ho sealed the 
ballot papers on the irilU .•Vug , and 
handed them to tile registrar. ' 
From the time he sealed in ihe presence 
fif the candidates the b.illols at the school 
house no person ever saw ihein before he 
handed them to Mr. Prevost.

tion. Regarding the third point Mr. 
D.tvie Contended that under section 15, 
of the Q. and R. of V. Act, 1875 ; the 
existing lists stood in existence and were 
not abolished until a court of revision 
under the act of 1875 had sat ; that it 
was incumbent on the party attacking the 
validity of the Cariboo registration to 
show that such court hfid .sat. That not 
only had the respondent not proved the 
.session of such court, but it was iiiipos 
sible for such a court to h.ive been in 
existence in Cariboo under the act of 
1875, as under section 7, S. S. o, and the 
proclamation consequent thereon the dis- 
trict Wiui relieved until 1st May 1875, of 
the necessity of sending in claims to vote, 
and hence until that time there was noth- 
ing to revise, and there could be nothing; 
to revise until 1st August 1871), .it wliicli 
tiiiii.- tlie act of 1875 had been repoiiled 
and ihe former register by section !» of 
tho act of 187C continued in force. H'liu 
maxim of law is that every presuinption 
is to bo made in favor of oflicial acts and 
it must be presumed that the iiaiiios 
which now appear iiiion the Caribou re- 
gister have been properly placed thoiv. 
Lastly, section l,") of the act of 187t> pro- 
liibited any [lerson whose name id on two 
lists frotn voting. 'I'he lists are public 
property and every person is or ctn be 
acipiainted with their contents. Whether 
a person is righrl3' or wrongly on a list 
docs not signify. He is not to vote in 
another district until llis name li;is been 
reiiioveil. It is incuuiheut on tho voter 
lo be vigilaiil.
